Your committee submits the following report :— 


At a time when school reports will be taken up to see what committees 
have said to bring themselves into public notice, it is proper to state that 
in this report will be found nothing except the usual official statements 
with such remarks and suggestions as the conditions of the different 
schools have seemed to demand. 

The prudential committees of the several districts having without ex- 
ception, made judicious and fortunate selections of teachers, it is unnec- 
sssary to go into any detailed account of each separate school or the 
work and connection of the teacher with the same. When a half-dozen 
have been employed with equally satisfactory results as during the year 
now closed, any extended remarks concerning them would only be say- 
ing the same thing i in as many different ways, a practice taxing and show- 
ine the ingenuity of the committee more than furnishing to those inter- 
ested, any ‘information to be desired. 

As half of the number employed taught in the town for the first time, 
a brief notice of each is here given in connection with the name of the 
prudential ‘committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 1.--A. R. Johnson, Prudential Committee. Miss 
Lurana W. Elden, Teacher. 


This school, always so small®had two scholars less this year than last. 
Having but nine, Miss E. had ample time to devote to each one, and it 
was spent with a result that showed itself at the close. 


DISTRICT NO. 2.—John Philbrick, Esq., Prudential Committee. 


Both terms were taught by Miss Olivia J. Otis, who established in the 
same district last year, a reputation for ability and natural adaptation to

her profession, that led the present committee to secure her services for 
another year. Under her thorough method of instruction a permanent 
advancement was noticed at the close of each term. 


DISTRICT NO. 8.—Jeremiah Chase, Prudential Committee. Miss 
Mary I. Dow, Teacher. 

The fact of Miss Dow’s having taught acceptably in this district sever- 
al terms before, is suflicient guarantee of the profit and success of her la- 
bor. On visiting, found the school orderly, well disciplined, and in a 
condition showing fine executive ability in its management. 


DISTRICT NO. 4.—J. W. Hatch; Prudential Committee. Miss L. 


G. Plummer, Teacher. 


Concerning this school it is only necessary to state that having a teach- 
er of years of constant experience it was conducted in a manner credita- 
ble to herself, and what is of most importance, profitable to the scholars. 
As an aditional credit to school and teacher, I add her statement that she 
found it easy to control; a fact arising chiefly from the good feeling ex- 
isting between the scholars and herself. 


_ DISTRICT N O. 5.—John Eaton, Prudential Committee. Miss L. EF. 
Lunt, Teacher of Summer Term. 


Miss Lunt entered the school with a determination to ‘succeed. Dur- 
ing the early part of the term, an unnecessary and foolish opposition was 
raised by a few that caused an unpleasantness for a short time, but with 
an energy equal to the occasion, and support from proper authority, it 
was quickly overcome and the school kept, under a subjection and disci- 
phine that led to a successful and gratifying termination. 


Joseph Eaton, ‘Teacher of Winter Term. Mr. Eaton is well known as 
a teacher, and his frequent employment in this district is good evidence 
of the satisfaction given to all concerned. In conclusion I would call 
attention to the following. The registers show an irregularity of attend- 
ance that must be the result of carelessness and indifference on the part of 
parents. No scholar can derive any benefit from going to school if ab- 
sent two or three days every weck as many have been in some of the 
schools the past year. In examining one register of a term of thirteen 
weeks, one scholar had a record of just five. This is eight days of ab- 
sence to five of attendance. Others in the same school had a record 
nearly as bad; and it could not be owing to circumstances that kept 
them away any particular length of time, for their few days of attendance 
were sprinkled irregularly among the whole sixty-five from beginning to 
end. Such scholars while receiving no benefit themselves, are an actual 
hinderance to the progress of the school as teachers themselves will 
testify. 


The result of carrying into effect the present law of compulsory attend- 
ance, would be the beginning of a reform out of school. Ifa clause could 
be added requiring at school the presence,of every scholar not less than 
four days of every week, this would be the beginning of a reform in school, 
the importance of which would soon be realized especially in this town 
by teachers continually annoyed by the occasional and irregular coming 
of those whose presence is only a nuisance. 

One other point deserves attention. In looking over the different 


school houses and their surroundings, I have been unfavorably impressed 


e neglected condition of the outside accommodations, If any should 
think iis: ‘subject unfit for public notice, let them go by some of the 
houses at recess and see children of both sexes going promiscous- 
id from, by the same way, and then ask themselves if a sickly 
sty should deter the committee from urging the subject upon public 
nn ; or what is better, let any in districts of which these remarks 
see that the trifling sum necessary to remove the objection is 
| Pind expended for the purpose, and the object of this notice will 
_ be accomplished.
